He has the fleshing quali- 
ties we like, the spring of rib and depth of rib, grand set of legs, good head and a 
beautiful rich, dark red color. He has a grand, wide top and loin and is very smooth 
at the tail setting. 


His dam is a beautiful cow and his breeding is nearly perfect. He was put in 
service with several heifers while in quarantine and his first calves will arrive in 


early June. 


On account of his age when shipping, he suffered a severe setback, but is 
doing well and developing according to expectations. We have never had a bull in 
our barn that has fed any better. Would expect that it will be another six or eight 
months before visitors can appreciate his full value or his superior character and 


qualities.
